Not being so deeply absorbed as their 
Moroccan brethren in rouline sorrows, 
the Algerian Jews, or their leaders—and 
have leaders—are more sensitive to 
the racial volcano, more capable of tak- 
ing a detached view of it, and more 
active in trying to keep it quiescent, 

Like everybody else in this country, 
they play the game of racial politics, 
which is the national obsess:on. The 
game starts first thing in the morning, 
when the European housewife counters 
racial hatred with racial arrogance in 
the native market, and goes on all day and 
far into the night in an infinity of varia- 
tions. Even the Arab shoeblacks, five 
and six years old, know all the insolent 
and venomous rules, and thoroughly 
enjoy the sport 

One of the most highly-esicemed 
Jewish leaders actually drew a chart for 
me, setting forth the embattled racial 
forces, and marking out the strategic 
defence lines upon which Algcrian Jewry 
had been obliged to fall back. Of the 
countrys 900.000 Christians, some 
700,000 are neo-Frenchmen, that is, of 
European, but not of French origin and, 
as my friend put it, are “all anti- 
Semites down to the marrow of their 
bones.’ Among the 200.000 real French- 
mn, half are anti-Semitic, the rest either 
tolerant or even friendly to the Jews. 
Save in the event of a national up- 
heaval. such as occurred during the late 
war, these Furopeans are not likely to 
launch any frontal assault on the Jewish 
minority 


Excitable Moslems 
The danger of physical violence comes 


from the primitive and easily excitable 
Moslem masses. Directly after the Con- 


Stantine pogrom. of 1934, . Algerian 
Jewish leaders came to the conciusion 
that the only hope of safety lay in 
neutralising the native Arabs and Ber- 
bers in regard to the Jews Various 
Jewish leaders. created the Union. of 


Monotheists. to preach reconciliation as 
between Moslem, Christian, and Jew. 
The Algerian Christian did not care much 
for this Union, but the foremost Mosiem 
leaders, both spiritual secular, 
showed much enthusiasm. They wanted 
to draw the Jews into the Algerian 
Nationalist movement This the Jews 
resisted, for if they came between the 
two giant adversaries —between the 
French authorities and the Arab 
Nationalists-they would surely be 
crushed to death. 

All that the Jews wished to 
was to impress upon. the Moslems that 
anti-Jewish excesses’ were not only 
morally unjusufied, but would constitute 
a major political blunder. Why had the 
Constantine pogrom. been organised ? 
To divert Arab sentiment to an 
innocent scapegoat,. and to expose the 
Arabs as mere savages manifcstly unfit 
to govern themselves in a civilised way. 
The Moslem leaders saw the iron logic 
of this argument, and in March, 1942, 
when they were summoned. by Algeria's 
Vichyite authorities, and were presented 
with the Jews “as a gift to. do with what 
you like,”’ the Moslem leaders replied:

In the 
Nationalist Press, irritable references 
have been made to all Jews in general. 
In private conversation, various Arab 
Nationalist leaders told me that Algerian 
Jews were, behind the scenes, actively 
supporting Zionism, and that there would 
be serious wouble if the Jews did not 
really behave instead of meres pretend- 
ing to behave. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
Arab Nationalist leaders of Algeria fear 
an outbreak of anti-Jew:sh pogroms 
almost as much as the Jews do. When 
once violence begins, there is no know- 
ing where it will end. An Arab mob 
micht not only outrage Jews, but also 
some Christians who happen to be 
around, and after the Sétif disturbances 
ot May, 1945. when a minor Nationalist 
rising was followed by retribution with 
broadsides from warships, bombs from 
aircraft, and a general ground massacre, 
anything likely to provoke a_ repetition 
of this repression—and this time prob- 
ably even on a larger scale—appears 
highly undesirable. 

Arab mob passions, however, remain 
an unpredictable and possibly untame- 
able element. In the circumstances, 
Algerian Jews feel bound to intensify 
non-conspicuousness to attract as 
little attention to themselves as possible. 
It is not the most dignified procedure, 
but, then, so long as Jews live in the 
galut they have to. sacrifice dignity for 
the sake of survival.

I.R.O. IN SESSION 


No Aid for Palestine 
Refugees 


The International Refugee Organisation 
began its ct. session as a fully-fledged 
specialised agency of the United Nations 
at Geneva on Monday last. Future 
repatriation and resettlement policy are 
among the 20 items on the agenda 

Addressing the General Council at the 
opening session, Mr. William Tuck, 
Executive Secretary, said that the solu- 
tion of the refugee problem was a race 
against time. He believed, however, that 
the Organisation could accomplish its 
task within the three years allotted to i 
if sufficient resettiement opportunities 
were forthcoming.

programme devoted to the reduction not 
only of anti-Semitism in particular, but also 
of racial prejudice and the reduction of 
group tension in general.” The aid of science 
in the suppression of this evil growth must 
be warmly welcomed. It was stressed by the 
speaker that ethical prescriptions were 
inadequate without factual information. By 
a notable. coincidence, much the same 
outlook has evidently been influencing those 
responsible jor the conduct of what is some- 
what . inappropriately known as Jewish 


scientific analysis.”

Defence work. In the report of its Defence 
Committee which was approved by the 
Board of Deputies this week, occurs this 
passage: “It was decided to ask experts to 
prepare the specification required(/for a 
pilot survey, with special reference™Mo the 
factors that made fof, or exacerbated, anti- 
Semitism.” In the campaign against anti- 
Semitism, allies must be sought from every 
quarter. If we ask the co-operation of the 
Churches in fighting a spiritual evil, no less 
should we invite the support of scientists 
in correcting what is also a monstrous per- 
version of truth. Religious and moral 
exhortations need to be combined with sure 
factual Knowledge. Such a unified campaign 
on all fronts seems the most hopeful method 
by which to enlighten and reform public 
opinion. 


Moreover, quite apart from the specific 
question of anti-Semitism, this collaboration 
between religion and science has, of course, 
far wider implications. Last century, there 
developed an unfortunate conflict between 
the two. This found memorable expression 
in some words uttered by Benjamin Disraeli 
in 1864: “1s man an ape or an angel? Now 
! am on the side of the angels.” But this 
vivid phraseology posed a false antithesis. 
A saner and more balanced view of the 
place of man in the scheme of things was 
uttered by the Psalmist of old: “ When I 
consider Thy heavens, the work of Thy 
lingers, the moon and the stars which Thou 
hast ordained: what is man that Thou art 
mindtul of him? and the son of man that 
[hou givest heed to him? For Thou hast 
made him a little lower than the angels, and 
hast crowned him with glory and honour.” It 
has ever been the traditional aim of Jewish 
thinkers to stress the unity of. God's world 
In past ages, theological writers .were con- 
cerned to reconcile the truths of religion and 
Of science Philosophers like Saadia Gaon 
and Moses Maimonides effected such a re- 
conciliation for their own contemporaries 
But. .the tremendous development of 
specialised scientific studies in modern times 
has brought a deplorable divorcement 
between religion and science, which has 
affected Judaism together with other creeds 
Very relevant to the needs of our times was 
the plea which Lord Samuel uttered. at the 
British Association’s meeting, for a trecon- 
cihation between religion and science for 
the betterment of the world. “So far from 
conflicting with religion, science will 
strengthen it. his as not to destroy: 
this.is to exalt religion.” [It is not without 
significance that Lord Samuel has confessed 
that the first inspiration to work for such a 
synthesis came to him when he presided as 
High Commissioner in the Holy Land) 


REMEMBRANCE SERVICE 


One of the great-occasions of Anglo-Jewry is 
the Annual Remembrance Service and Parade.

In two months’ time the anniversary 
will recur, and every effort. is. being made 
so that should be no less worthy and 
memorable than in 1947. The Service and 
Parade will again be held on the Horse Guards 
Parade ground, with Admiral of the Fleet the 
Viscount. Cunningham of Hyndhope as the 
inspecting. officer, and the proceedings will be 
hroadcast by the B.B.C. Subsequently, a reunion 
and reception will take place at the Albert Hall, 
when the speakers will include the Minister for 
Detence.

Education tended to work against anti 
Semitism. Thus, 51 per cent of the Un- 
versity-trained thought the Jews had too 
much power, as against 60 per cent ol 
the non-University Males iended to be 
more anti-Semuic than 
seemed to have a very slight effect, . if 
any, the aged being more slightly ant 
Semitic. 

Anti-Semitism. Dr. Evsenck concluded, 
was not a specific reaction, but was 
closely bound up with a large variety of 
social and political attuutudes, and i could 
only be understood in. terms of the most 
gencral investigation into the genesis and 
nature of social attitudes. The particu- 
lar atthude-structure which made up the 
anti-Semite tended to occur in people 
who were emotionally rather unstable and 
mmmature 

This’ research was being extended to 
other countries, and experiments were 
taking lace in France, Germany, 
Sweden, Mexico, and America.

“TRIAL OF GERMAN WAR CRIMINALS” 


Undeserved Sympathy 
Io the Eduor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Six,—While it is to be hoped that the 
age of chivalry is not yet past, you, 
Sir, in last week's tissue of THe Jewisn 
CHwreonicte have rendered a service by 
throwing light upon the vexed and 
acrimomous subject of German war 
criminals, which is being clouded by a 
wave of emotionalism and sentiment. 

Any serious student of international 
affairs who has studied the findings of 
the Internatipnal War Crimes Trrbunal 
will know that the German General Staff 
and the “ Oberwehrkommando”™ were 
willing accomplices of the most shocking 


crimes committed against Allied 
nationals before and during the war. 
Indeed, the German Officer Corps were 


the only body whxh constituted part of 
the Nazi regime who could, had they 
wished, have overthrown Hitler; even the 
July bomb plot of 1944, which was 
engineered by Colonel Count von 
Stauflenberge and his friends, was sabo- 
taged by the German General Staff, who 
rallie d to the support of the then totter- 
ing Nazi regime. 

As a prima facie case has been made 
against the German Generals, it is diffi- 
cult to understand why they have not 
been called before the bar of justice at 
an earher date It is even more difficult 
io understand the contention of your 
correspondent, Mr. Samuel, that these 
officers were not brought to _ trial 
previously in view of the long and tedious 
investigations which the Military Govern- 
ment legal authorities had to accomplish 
before this was possible It may be 
remembered that Field-Marshals von 


Keitel and Jodi. and Admurals Doenitz 
and Raeder, who were as much impli- 
cated as the officers in question m Mr 


Samuel's letter, were tned before the 
International War Crimes Tribunal after 
preliminary investigauons which only 
took some six months. No one has sug- 
gested that the proceedings at the 
Fribunal were. euher rushed. or that 
Was nevglectec 

As one who saw the effects of Fascism 
in North Africa. Italy. Wes term Europe 
and Poland, « was transparently obvious 
that the Germany Army was. not 
restrained tn any way by tls. senior 
officers from commuting the most shock- 
ing atrocities, nor can the elib observa- 
Hon he sustained tha these crimes were 
the work of the “ lumpenproletariat.’ 
Directives issued by the German Ceneral 
Staff have proven conclusively that the 
German generals enthusiastically took 
part in Hitler's diabolic but nevertheless 
scientifically planned campaign to 
exterminaic. European Jewry. A _ typical 
instance of the brutality that was shown 
in the licld by the German Army .-is the 


case ot Fireld-Marshal Gerd von Run- 
stedt. who was, during the Ardennes 
otle nsive Supreme ommandet! the 


German Armes. in- the West 
after the Germans had been repulsed in 
the Bastogne area, |. personally, saw the 
bodies -Of British and Amer ic in Prisoners 
of war who were shot down. in. cold

It ws an alarming sign of the times 
that the Press campaign which has been 
carried out with great zeal by many of 
the leading newspapers of this countr 
is indicative of a state of mind which 
is all too prevalent at the moment. 
Apparently, we are informed that it 
would be a “crime against humanity ° 
and a “tactical error” to bring the 
German generals to trial at this time 
Whatever period elapses before they 
answer for their crimes, is of no signifi- 
cance compared with the importance of 
meting out just punishment.

Co-operation Among Jewish 
Organisations 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 

Sir —Like the good and zealous Jew 
that he is. Mr. Ashe Lincoln. visualises 
the proceedings of the United Nations 
within:an exclusively Jewish Yamework, 
and he appears. to look upon the grant 
of consultative status. by the Economic 
and Social Council as if tt were the dis- 
tribution mitzvot at a small village 
Beth Hamedrash.- Mr. Lincoln is wroth 
that someone. else besides his World 
Jewish Congress. has been called 
and his awe at the maresty of the Con- 
gress is reflected in an impartial disdain 
for almost: every. other Jewish body 

To make this obvious comment 1s. not 
my matn purpose in writing. Mr. Lin- 
coln is. entirely wrong when he suggests 
that bodies such as the Board of Depu- 
ties, the Angio-Jewish Association, the 
American Jewish Committee... and the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle have 
“ opposed the very idea of international 
Jewish co-operation.” The very title of 
the last-named body, which was estab- 
lished nearly 90 years ago, proves the 
opposite. The Agcudas Israel, after 40 
years’ eflorts throughout the world for 
the social, religious care. of Orthodox 
Jewry needs no sanction from Congress 
House. International Jewish co-opera- 
tic nc in exist and has existed without the 
publicity mania and the habit af self- 
which in some quarters 
has come to be regarded as the hallmark 
of political effectiveness: The proceed- 
ings Ol the Board of Deputies, to take 
but one example. have. since the last 
century, reflected that organisation's 
desire to co-operate with Jewish com- 
munities abroad, and the Joint Foreien 
Committee, the instrument through which 
it worked, contained some of the ablest 
and most zealous Communal workers in 
Angelo-Jewry. 

Il detect in Mr. Ashe Lincoln's letter 
a certain peevishness that these old- 
established representative, organisations 
have not fallen flat before the trumpet 
biasis and the trumpet blowers of the 
World Jewish Congress. Worse than 
that. not only do they exist, but.theirc 
existence and their value has been recog- 


nised in an international forum Mr 
Lincoln should be broizges with the Linated 
Nations, mstead of carping at those 
whom it has honoured with recognition 

The range of subjects. with which the 
Economic and Social Council deals 
is tremendous,. and the interests of 
Jewish organisations OCCUDY but a small 
part of the firmament. The number of 
voluntary organisations admitted to con- 
suliative status with the Economic and 
Social Council 1s also large, and their 
character equally varied It is quite 
childish for us to Waste our time on dis- 
putes as to whether this Jewish body 1s 
fit to share the mitzvot with that Jewish 
body, whether it is not too bad for the 
World Jewish ¢ ongress (0 share the. grace 
of Category B Consultative Status. with 
such small fry as the Board of Deputies 
and the American Jewish Committee. A 
Siatus no hieher has been awarded to 
a body the World Cowncil of 
Churches, which can claim a= constitu- 
ency of 200,000,000 persons 

Mr. Ashe Lincoln makes a reference 
to “ separatist action.” | believe that it 
is the case that at the time the question 
of consuliative status at. Ecosoc was 
raised the W orid Jewish Congress Was 
bound by an: agreement with the Board 
of Deputies and the American Jewish 
Contere Lo consult with those bodies 
in matters of international concern.

That Jews hailing from many countries 
participated in the Montreux Conference 
iS an rmecontestable fact.

Jewish Cookery 


PICKLED CUCUMBERS (1) 


Wasn the cucumbers and leave to soak 
in cold water for 24 hours. Then dry 
them thoroughly and put them into wide- 
necked jars, filime the contaimers three- 
quarters full Sprinkle over a little 
pickling spice, and fill up with cold 
brine: screw down, and leave in a cool, 
airy place for 3 weeks. Examine them 
each week and remove any scum that 
comes to the top, and. if necessary, fill 
up the containers wih a weak salt and 
water solution. The cucumbers must be 
kept covered with the brine. 


For the Brine: Allow 3 02. salt to each 
quart of water: boil together for 3 min- 
utes. Use when cold, adding } pt. bored 
vinegar to every quart of brine, 


Pickled Cucumbers (2) 


Wash and dry cucumbers, cul into 
pieces, and put them into a bowl o1 
jar. Add a teaspoonful pickling spice. 
and 2 or 3 bay leaves tor cach half-a- 
dozen cucumbers. Pour over the cold 
vinegar mixture, place a small plate or 
saucer on top to keep the cucumbers 
under. the vinegar; and cover with a 
large plate. The cucumbers can be used 
after 4 days

Stewing steak | Ib., dripping 2 table 
spoontuls, flour 1 tablespoontul, paprika 
teaspoontul Si¢ved tomatoes pi.. 
water pt... or 2 ontons, 2 or 3 sticks 
of celery, | or 2 carrots, salt and pepper, 
and a few small potatoes 

Cur up the meat into one-inch cubes 
and roll in seasoned flour. Melt the 
dripping in a saucepan, add the meat 
and sieed omon, and cook over a gentle 
heat ull lightly. browned: then add the 
cul up celery and carrots, sieved toma- 
toes, paprika. and water. Season with 
salt and pepper, and cook very gently 
for 14 hours; then add a few small pota- 
toes, and continue cooking slowly until 
these are done—about another half-hour 
It the potatoes are not very small thes 
should be cut into large cubes. Tinned 
tomato juice can be used in place of the 
fresh tomatoes; and dumplings can re-

EGYPTIANS VIOLATE 
TRUCE 


Plans for Palestine Arab 
Government

Tet-Aviv 

Alter three weeks of comparative 
guict on all Palestinian fronts, except that 
ot Jerusalem, this week brought a series 
of truce violations in various parts of the 
country, involving all Arab armies in 
the country 

Ihe most serious of these, apart from 
the Jerusalem fhghting. occurred at the 
Hartuy settlement, where Egyptian artil- 
lery opened fire on the Jewish positions. 
Previously only small Egyptian patrols 
had been reported im this area, the 
Fevyptian advance having stopped, when 
the truce began, twenty miles further 
south, near the Arab town of Beit Jibrin 
fhe new advance brings the Egyptans 

within striking distance of the famous 
hei usalem- Tel-Aviv * Burma Road,” 
Jerusalem's principal life-line 

With the Arab Legion entrenched at 
Latrun. the Jewish-held corridor connect- 
ime with the coastal plain, now only eight 
miles wide. is faced with the danger of 
being cut off should the Arab armies 
resume th assault 

Isracli army circles expect that during 
the coming weeks the Arabs will increase 
truce breaches, both in number and in 
exien! 


Jewish Troops Accused 
United Nations observers have decided 


to consider as @ violation of the truce 
the Israch police action at the end of 
July against three Arab villages to the 
south of Hatta 

Following repeated attacks by Arab 
irréguilars based on. these villages bin 
C;hazal. Ijzim. and Jaba—against Jewish 
trathe on the Haita-Tel-Aviv road, Jewish 
military police entered these villages (all 
of them beigg wuhin the territory. of 
Armed Arabs offered resistance. 
and there Was a Short battle, during 
which several houses were destroyed, and 
the majority of the Arab. villagers fled 

The Unned Nations observers decision 
states. that the Jews — systematically 
desitroved two ot. these villages and drove 
their inhabttans out and that no evidence 
iS availaltte regarding the alleged Pariici- 
pauion by -these villagers in attacks op 
Jewish traffic 

An Israeli army spokesman, denying 
these charges. said that during the first 
and second truces the villages tormed 
bases. of activity tor. Arab irregular 
soldiers and lraqis, who blew up bridges 
and repeatedts attacked Jewish trafic 
Recently Arab wregulars agam penetrated 
this area. and renewed theif activity 

The tsrach army acted wuh restraint, 
and afier securing permission from the 
Linited Nations observers: for such police 
action The wmhabitants of the. villages 
were permitted to return to ther homes 
provided they would give an undertaking 
io preserve the peace 


Proposed Arab Constitution 


Against. strong opposition by King 
Abdullah. Syria and Egypt. are now. try 
ing to form an Arab Palestine Govern- 
ment to administer the Arab areas of 
Palestine and to control the Palestine 
Arab torces A series of meetings oft 
Palesiintan Arab leaders and Arab States- 
men may resull in a €onstitution being 
drawn up tor a Palestinian Arab Govern- 
ment within the next few days. though 
this Government is not expecied io be 
recognised by King Abdullah, and would 
be able to tunction only in those areas 
of Palestine now under Syrian and 
Eevptian control
